Under supervison, compiles, andyzes, and interpretsdatarelated to socid, economic, population, and land usetrends;
and prepares written reports on various planning matters and ements of the Genera Plan.

Distinguishing Characteristics

Planner 1 is the journey leve class in the professond plaming series of the Development Department. The
Development Department is responsible for coordinating the preparation of find project reports of survey and planning
activities, induding preliminary engineering design and cost estimates, and planning analysesand proposals. Incumbents
in this class perform the full range of planning duties and may be assigned to various sections within the Development
Depatment. This class differs from that of the next lower level of Planner |, in that the latter isthe entry leve dassin
whichincumbentsare trained to performthe full range of duties under close supervison. ThisclassdiffersfromPlanner
[11 in that the 111 is the advanced working level class in the series in which incumbents perform the more difficult
assignments and may have, lead responsibilities.

Typical Tasks

Prepares information and provides assistance to governmenta agencies and individud ditizens on matters rdaing to
planning issues, property use regulations, and other planning functions.

Accepts and processes entitlement applications at the public counter.
Conducts specid studies of land use, land economics, urban design, and other factors related to planning or zoning.
Andyzes ste plans, development plans, and subdivison maps.

M ay attend meetings of the Planning Commissionto advise, observe, present testimony, and assst inthair deliberations.
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Conductsresearch and studies|eading to the preparation of reference standards and criteria for environmenta controls,
gte utilization, urban growth, and the provision of urban services.

Performs related duties as required.
